SHORT OE EQUIPMENT 


PARIS,

France, as a result of the war, finds 
itself short of 3,000 locomotives and 
I OO.OOO cars, while the 
transporta­ 
tion material that is still nominally 
on the active list is badly out of re­ 
pair. The shortage of rolling stock 
has become very acute lately, for the 
number of locomotives and cars out 
of commission for various defects has 
increased since July last by IO and 
30 per cent respectively. 
To meet the growing difficulties in 
the m atter of repairs, the state mu- 
i nition factories at Lyons, Toulouse 
and Roanae have, since the armistice 
been turned with all speed into rail­ 
road repairing shops. 
The French government has long 
hesitated to place orders in the Unit­ 
ed States, whefe alone new rolling 
stock could be procured, for fear ot 
depressing Hie French rate of ex­ 
change unduly; but 
the 
country’s 
needs became so pressing that orders 
have now been given, it is understood 
for purchasing 800 locomotives and 
32.000 cars, while 27.000 American 
cars that were to have been shipped 
to France for the use of the Ameri­ 
can Expeditionary Force have also 
been acquired. 
Perhaps the biggest task before the 
French transportation experts is tlje 
restoration of the destroyed railway 
tracks in the invaded part of France. 
| An arm y of 75,000 workers w ill be 
engaged on this 
great 
work 
for 
niontTis. It includes the reconstruc­ 
tion of fourteen tunnels and 16.000 
bridges, for which 50.000 tons of 
I metal are required. 
In addition, hundreds of miles of 
main and branch lines have been tem­ 
porarily “ borrowed” for military pur­ 
poses from elsewhere, and must now 
be relaid. 
The 
departm ents 
affected 
have 
been divided up into sections, for 
each of which a “chief reorganizer” 
has been appointed. Each of them has 
been required to give an undertak­ 
ing that he will have his section in 
proper working 
order 
as 
regards 
transportation, in the course or the 
present year. 
An appropriation of 
120.000.000 
francs has been made by the govern­ 
ment to enable the 
railway compa­ 
nies to purchase rolling stock for urg­ 
ent public needs. 
The minister of 
Public Works has declared that, in his 
view, the restoration 
of 
France’s 
Northern and Eastern railway 
sys­ 
tems should be made a first charge 
upon the w ar indemnity to be paid 
by the enemy.

Evans, lo begin his jail sentence for 
contempt of federal court has added 
another chapter to the tangled his­ 
tory of the fight to compel a county 
in the Missouri hills to pay a bonded 
indebtedness for a railroad never con­ 
structed. 
It was in 1871 that Dallas county, 
with other Missouri and Kansas com­ 
munities, saw visions of tremendous 
industrial development. Strangers ap­ 
peared with a “pen and paper” rail­ 
road from St. lamia to Fort Scott, 
Ran., and Dallas county voted $225,- 
000 bonds as a bonus to the promot­ 
ers. 
The road was never built, and Dal­ 
las county’s “ paramount issue” was 
born when the first interest payment 
fell due. In all political campaigns, 
candidates for county Judgeships have 
cried. “ We will refuse to 
pay 
the 
bonds.” After election successful can- | 
didates have gone to the hills to avoid 
taking action. 
The bonds eventually went to an 
eastern capitalist who resumed the I 
litigation of his predecessors to coi­ 
ler; interest. Judgments had been 
entered into from time to time in fed­ 
eral court.
